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Unscrupulous landlords force tenants to live in squalid housing

GREEDY landlords who are illegally cram¬ 
ming people into dangerous properties in 
Haringey are making life a misery for ten¬ 
ants, neighbours and authorities alike, 
according to an Advertiser investigation.

Licensing loopholes are being exploited by 
rogue landlords who convert large properties 
into multiple flats or bedsits, pack scores of vul¬ 
nerable tenants into confined spaces and charge 
thousands of pounds in rent each year. 

Not only are they cramped, they are often 
squalid and dangerous too. The people who call 
these properties home are more likely to be 
involved in accidents from maintenance carried 
out on the cheap or fires which go undetected 
through a lack of alarms. 

And because there is such a high density of 
HMOs - houses in multiple occupation - in 
some areas of the borough, neighbours are 
also suffering. 

With the chronic national housing shortage 
exacerbating the problem, the government 
recently launched a consultation on how to 
tackle illegally converted properties. And 
Haringey Council has already said that it is 
unable to bring some slum landlords to task. 

One woman from Harringay, who did not want 
to be named for fear of reprisals, said she is con¬ 
sidering leaving her beloved home of nine years 
after an ongoing “war of attrition” with a HMO 
next door. 

She said: “I get people banging on the walls 
and shouting at me - sometimes I’m awake all 
night. I’ll just get to sleep and half an hour later 
it will start again. There is dirt and rubbish,

people of all different ages coming and going at 
all hours who I don’t recognise because they 
change so often, parties and drunkenness. There 
are police raids around here quite often. 

“Over the years I’ve made myself a very nice 
house here. I live in a mixed area -1 know that, 
that isn’t the problem. I have nice neighbours 
otherwise, but if you cram too many people into 
a house this will happen. There is no incentive 
for the landlords to stop because they are mak¬ 
ing so much money.” 

Under the Housing Act 2004, a building is 
officially an HMO if it has at least three storeys 
with five or more people living in two resi¬ 
dences. If a property is considered an HMO, its 
landlord requires a special licence from the 
council - but many go without and exist illegally. 

“They know every trick in the book, and all 
the time they are making a fortune,” said Ian 
Sygrave, chairman of the Harringay Ladder 
Community Safety Partnership, which has helped

per cent increase in the number of 
students getting five or more A* to C 
grades, including English and maths, 
and four schools celebrated a rise of 
eight per cent or more - Fortismere, 
Gladesmore, Greig City and Woodside 
High. The overall pass rate in Haringey 
has increased from 96.8 per cent in 
2008 to 97.8 per cent this year. 

Yakup Kilic came top of the class at 
Northumberland Park Community 
School, based in Trulock Road, with 
A*s in geography, science, Turkish and 
ICT as well as seven A-grades. The 16- 
year-old, who now lives in Tottenham, 
came to the UK from Cyprus in 1993 
and said he had been “determined to 
succeed” in his exams to further his 
ambition of becoming a doctor. 

He said: “I was ecstatic when I 
opened my results. I have a passion to 
study medicine because I want to give 
something back to the community. I 
would love to go to University College 
London or Imperial College, and I’ve 
arranged some work experience at the 
Royal London Hospital where I’ll be 
shadowing doctors. I’m very happy.”

Life in balance 
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Arrests made in blitz on hate crime 


HARINGEY police arrested nine people in 
connection with domestic violence and hate 
crime in early morning raids last Tuesday. 

Officers from Haringey’s community safety 
unit visited properties around the borough as 
part of Operation Athena, which tackles hate 
crime. The nine arrests were made for 
offences including common assault, actual 
bodily harm, malicious communications and 
racially aggravated public order offences. 

Among those arrested was a 24-year-old 
woman, on suspicion of common assault 
related to domestic violence, and a 22-year- 
old man for the same reason, as well as 
possessing class-B drugs. 

Detective Sergeant Emma Sharp, of the 
community safety unit, said: “This 


activity provides a snapshot of just one 
part of our work to protect vulnerable 
victims and ensure perpetrators are brought 
to justice.” 

Between April 2008/9 Haringey Police 
received 1,690 reports of domestic violence, 
222 reports of racist offences and 36 reported 
homophobic offences. 

Haringey Council runs a one-stop, drop-in 
centre called Hearthstone where victims of 
domestic violence can get help on matters 
including housing, welfare and legal matters.

5362 alternatively they can call the 24-hour 
National Domestic Violence Freephone 
Helpline on 0808 2000 247.

Youth gets active 
for dance project 


YOUNG people in Tottenham 
have been exploring contempo¬ 
rary dance as a way of express¬ 
ing themselves in a summer 
holiday project which “grew 
and grew”. 

About 40 seven to 16-year- 
olds living on the Sir Frederick 
Messer estate took part in the 
ten-day In-Situe scheme, run by 
dance company IJAD, which 
culminated in a public perfor¬ 
mance on August 25. 

Joumana Mourad, who led the 
project, was impressed with the 
“super-intelligent, super-capa¬ 
ble” youngsters. 

She said: “These young peo¬ 
ple don’t have that much to do 
on their estate, so they tend to 
do things which aren’t accepted 
by society, such as drugs or 
stealing, because they’re bored. 

“This was a chance for them 
to have ownership of their envi¬ 
ronment and to do something 
positive. There were around 
five in the first hour, ten in the 
second hour and slowly it grew 
to 40 kids. It was brilliant how 
the project worked and how 
focused the kids were.” 

The estate recently underwent 
a six-month, £1 million makeover 
in which communal lighting was 
improved, security increased and

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Animal centre takes in five 
one-eyed abandoned kittens 


A GROUP of vulnerable kittens, 
which each have just one eye, are 
being cared for at an animal 
centre in Wood Green after they 
were found abandoned last week. 

The five cats were brought to 
Wood Green Animal Shelters 
after being discovered in a bush 
on August 23. The were suffering 
from cat flu which meant their 
eyes had been badly damaged. 

Veterinary staff at the centre in 
Lordship Lane had to remove the 
kittens’ eyes and are now nursing 
them back to health. 

The shelter manager, Katie 
Wickins, said: “It was a difficult 
decision to make but to save them 
suffering any longer we had to do 
the procedure. 

“They have adjusted remarkably 
well and were playing as soon as 
they could.” 

Ross Jacboson, 21, who helped 
bring the kittens to safety after 
finding them in Hampstead, said: 
“They were shaking and shivering 
and looked frail so we took them 
straight to the vets.”

A GUNMAN opened fire in a busy 
nightclub in Muswell Hill on Friday 
night, injuring four people. 

Police were called at just after 2am on 
Saturday to reports of a shooting in The 
Hill nightclub, in Muswell Hill, where 
a man was seen firing a gun several 
times before fleeing from the venue. 

A 27-year-old woman was shot in 
the hand, a 23-year-old man shot in the 
chest and a 28-year-old man was shot 
in the neck. After hearing the gun¬ 
shots, panic-stricken clubbers rushed 
toward the exit with several people 
being injured in the crush and requir¬ 
ing hospital treatment. All are in hos¬ 
pital in a stable condition. 

Police have described the gunman 


as a black man in his late teens or 
early twenties. 

Staff at the club say that violence 
broke out after a man hurdled a fence to 
get into the club as he desperately tried 
to escape from a gang chasing him. 

Club owner Steve Gutteridge, 38, 
said: “What happened was nothing to 
do with the club. It was an incident 
which happened in the surrounding area 
and then one of the groups made their 
way here and jumped over our fence 
and was followed by the other group. 
They weren’t customers of the club. 

“Everyone dresses smartly here and 
there’s a really nice atmosphere. We’ve 
been here for five years and have never 
had any problems - we work well with 


licensing and the police and always 
participate in their knife arches.” 

Following police advice, the club re¬ 
opened at 2am on Sunday. 

Detective Sergeant Jez Dargan, from 
Trident, which investigates gun crime 
in London’s black community, said: 
“The panic from the clubbers after the 
shots led to even more injuries and I 
would urge anyone who was in the club 
and hasn’t spoken to police to come 
forward and help us catch this man.” 

Another man was given first aid in 
the club for a gunshot wound to his 
leg. However, after receiving initial 
treatment he left and has been urged to 
contact police.

£20,000 reward offered in renewed 
bid to solve 1999 murder of ‘Boyo’ 


A REWARD of £20,000 is being offered in a bid 
to catch the killer of a father-of-two, stabbed to 
death in Tottenham ten years ago. 

David Scott, 30, of Warren Court, was found in 
Monument Way on August 24,1999 - but despite 
an extensive police investigation, his killer has 
never been traced. 

He had two children aged two and 11 months 
and grew up in the Northumberland Park area of 
Tottenham. He was unemployed as he suffered 
from Crohn’s disease and was known locally by 
his nickname Boyo. 


Detective Inspector Steve Fraser, who led the 
investigation, said: “There are people who know 
what happened to David. Over the past decade, 
allegiances may have changed and we would urge 
those people to please come forward. We know 
potential witnesses were reluctant to contact us in 
1999 but we hope they may now feel able to help.” 

Officers are keen to trace a black man who was 
seen crouching over David as well as people at the 
scene who called for help but then ran off.

Gunman on a mugging rampage 


A NUMBER of people have been mugged 
by a man with a gun in Wood Green. 

There have been a handful of incidents in 
recent weeks, around the junctions of The 
Roundway and Granville Road with 
Lordship Lane. 

At about 10.15pm on August 12, a 
38-year-old man was approached by a man 
holding a gun. He demanded the man hand 
over his gold chain and told him to walk 
away before running off himself. 

Two days later, at about lam, a man and 
a woman in their fifties were approached by 
a man with a gun, before he ran off after 
hearing a police siren. Just after midnight 


the next day, August 15, a 59-year-old 
woman was threatened by a man with 
a gun. She handed over a ring before 
screaming for help, when the suspect fled.

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FOR more and more children, 
exercise is being built into their day, be it 
at school, after-school clubs or by joining 
specialist clubs.

Lacking in humour

THERE’S a brilliant Trevor Griffith 
play called Comedians which dis¬ 
sects the nature of stand-up com¬ 
edy and features Jonathan Pryce as 
a character not afraid to consider 
humour’s darker aspects. 

For the first quarter of Funny Peo¬ 
ple I dared to hope that Judd Apa- 
tow’s latest was going to be an 
unholy car crash of Comedians and 
a Bill Hicks’ gig - full of caustic 
observations and wicked whiplash 
twists and turns. 

Adam Sandler plays successful 
funny man George Simmons who, in 
a neat send-up, has made squillions 
appearing in such dreadful-sounding 
films as Merman, Dog’s Best Friend 
and My Best Friend Is A Robot. 

But George has just discovered he 
has a rare blood disorder that means 
he will soon die. Taking to the stage 
for an Improv night he performs a 
surprising set of pitch-black mater¬ 
ial and enlists rookie stand-up and 
long-time fan Ira (Rogen) as an assis¬ 
tant and only confidant to his termi¬ 
nal predicament. 

So we’re into interesting territory 
for Apatow following his two hits as 
writer/director of 40-Year-Old Virgin 
and the very funny Knocked Up. 


Hoping for a Hicksian meditation 
on life and death - with a lot of gags 
thrown in - what we get for the next 
three-quarters is a schmaltzy, fee¬ 
ble, overlong, decidedly unfunny 
buddy movie as George and Ira do
